18 And tere were fix ſteps fo the 
throne, with a tootitool of gold, 
which were faflened to the throne, 
and Rays en each ſiae of the ſitting- 
place, and two lions ftanding by 
the ftay<, 

I9 And twelve lions flood there 
on the one fide and on the o-

22 And king Solomon paſſe Mal 
the kings of the earth in riches and 
vwildom. þ 

23 JAnd all the kings of the earth 
lou ht the preferce ot Solomon, to 
hear his wiſdom, that Cod had put 
in his heart. 

24 Ard they brought every man 
hjs preter.t,veiſcls of ſilver,aid vel- 
fe of gold, and rajment, harneſs, * 
and ſpices, horics,and mules, 2 rate 
year by year. 

25 4 And Sblomon had four thou- 
ſand italls for horles and chariots, 
and twelve thoutand horſemen, 
whom' he beftowed in the chariot - 
cities, and with the king at Jer us 
ſalem. 

264 And he reigned over all the 
kings, from the rivcr. cven unto 
the land of the Philittinee, and te 
the border o Fgypt.

10 And after her, be took Mazchah 
the daughter of Ablalom, which 
bare him Abiiab, and Attai, and Zi- 
2, and Sbelomith. 

21 And Reboboam loved Maa- 
ehah the daughter of Abſalom, abo e 
all his wives and his concubines : 
(for be took eighteen wives, and 
threeſcore Concubines, and begat 
twenty and eight ſons, and three - 
core daughters) ; 

11 And Rehoboam made Abijah 
the ſon of Maachah the chief, to be 
ruler among his brethren : for be 
thouget to make him King. 

23 And he dealt wiſelv, and di- 
perſ.d of all bis children through» 
out all the countreys of Judah and 
Benjamin, unte every fenced city: 
and he gave them vival in a- 
bundance: und he deſired many 


wives. 
CHAP. II.

6 W bereupon the princes of If- 
rael, znd the king hucabled them- 
ſelves, and they ſaid, The LORD 
4s righteous. 

And when the LORD ſaw that 
they hambled themielves, the werd 
of the LORD came to Shewaiah, 
ſaying, They bave humbled them- 
ſelves, therefore I will net deſtrey 
them, but 1 will grant then ſome 
deliverance,and my wrath ſhall not 
be peured out upon Jerulalem by 


the hand of > hiſhak. 


$ Neverthel-f{s, they ſhall be bis 
ſervants z that they ray Know my - 
ſervice,and the ſervice of the King< 
doms of the countreys. 

9 So Shikak eng of Egypt came 
ug againſt Jeruſalem, and took 8 
way the treaſures ot the bouſe of 
tie LORD. and the treakyges of the 
kings houſe, he took all : de carried 
ayay alſo the ſhields of gold which 
Solomon had made. 

10 In ſtead of which, king Reho- 
boam made ſhields of braſs, and 
committed them te the hands of 
the chief of the guard, that Kept 
the entrance of the Kings houſe. 

it And when the king entred into 
the hoyle of the LORD,the guard 
came and tet them, and brought 
— again into the guatd-chãm- 

er. 

12 And when he humbled himſelf, 
the wrath of the Lo RS turned 
from him, that be would rot deftr 
bim altoy ether : and allo in Juda 
things went well. 

134 So king Rehobeam ſtrength- 
ned himlelf in Jeruſalem, and 
reigned : for Retobyuam wis one 
and forty yea s eld when he be» 
gan to reign, and he reigned 

eventeen years in Jeruſalem, the 
city which the LORD had choſen 
ot of all the tribes of 1tracl, to

5 Ought you not te know, that the 
LORD God of, Iſrael gave the 
Kingdom over Iſrael to David for 
ever, even to him and to his ſons by 
a covenapt ef ſalt? 

6 Yet Jeroboam the lon of Nebad, 
the ſervant ot Solomon the fon of 
David, is riſen up, and hath re- 
belled agg init his lord. 

7 And there are gathered unto him 
vain men the children of Relial, 
and have firengthened themſelves a- 
gainſt — — the ſon of Solo- 
men, when Rehoboam was young 
and tender-hearted, and could not 
withitand them. 

$ And now ye think to withſtand 
the Kingdom of the Lo RD, in the 
hand of the ſons of David ; and ye 
be x great multitude, and there are 
"with you golden calves which Jero- 
boam made you for gods. 

Have ye not caſt out the prieſts 

the LORD the ſons of Aaron. 
and the Levites, and have made you 
prieſts after the manner of the na- 
tions of of b-y lands? ſo that whoſo- 
ever cometh to conſecrate himſelf 
with a young bullock and ſeven 
rams, the ſeme may be a prieit of 
them thbet rye no gods, | 

10 But as for us, the LORD is 
our God, and we have not forſaken 
him z and the priefts which minifter 
uuto the LORD, re the ſoas of 
Aaron, and the Levites wait upon 
their butmeſs-. 

11 And they burnunto the LORD 
every morning and every evening, 
burat-facrifices and ſweet incenſe : 
the Shrw-bread alfo ſet they in or- 
"der upon the pure table, and the 
candleſtick of gold with the lamps 
thereof, to burn every evenjn 
for we keep the charge of t 
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. overcometh 


7 My 
LORD our God ; bat ye have for- 


ſaken him. 

11 And bebold, God himſelf ji 
with us for our captain, and his 
priefts with ſounding trumpets to 
cry alarm agatuſt you: O children 
of I1facl ht ve not again the 
L»RD G of your fathers, for 
you ſhall not proſper, 

13 © But Jeroboam cauſed an am- 
buſhment to come about behind" 
them : ſo they were before 22 
and the ambuſhnent war behind 
them. 

14 And when Judah looked back 
be hold, the battel was before a 
behind: and they cryed unto the 
LORD , and the prieſts ſounded 
with the trumpets. 

15 Then the men of Judah gave 2 
ſhout: and as the men of Judah 
moute d, it came to pals, that God 
ſmote Jeraboam and all Iſrael be- 
fore Abi ab and Judah. 

16 And the children of Iſrael fled 
before Judah : and God delivered 
them into their hand. 

17 And Akilah and his people 
llew them with a great laughter ; 
ſo there fell down Cain of Ifta- 
el, five hundred thouland choſen 
men. 

18 Thus the children of Iſrael 
were brought under at that tine, 
and the children of Judah pre- 
vailed , becauſe they relied 2 
on the LOKD God of their fa-

19 And Abijah purſued afterJerg- 
boam, and took citics from bim. 
Beth-el with the towns thereof, 
and Jeſhanah with the towns there- 
of, "and Ephrain with the towns 
thereof. 

20 Neither did Jeroboam recover 
firength again in the days of Abj- 
jah: and the LORD ſtrook him, 
and he died. a 

21 J But Abijah waxed mighty, 
and married fourteen wives, and be- 
gat twenty and two ſons, and fix» 
teen daughters. % 

22 And the reſt of the a&s of Abj- 
jah, and his ways, and his ſayin s, 
are written in the ſtory of the 
prophet 1ddo. *

Let us build theſe cities, and make 
about fbem wall, aud towres, gates, 
and bars, while the land js yet be- 
fore us ; becauſe we haveJought 
the LORD our GO, we have ſought 
bim, and he hath given us reſt an 
every fide : ſs they built, and prol- 
pered. 
8 And Aſa had un army of men 
that bare targets and ſpears, out of 
Judab three hundred thouſan1, and 
out of Benjamin, that bare ſhjelds 
and drew boss, two hundred aud 
fourſcore thouſand : all theſe were 
Nr men ot valour, 

9 JT And there came out a2ainft 
them Zerah the Ethiopian, withan 
hoſt of a .thonſand thourand, and 
three hundred chariots, and came 
unto Mare ſnah. 

1 Then Ala went out azainſt 
h'm, and they ſet the bat tel in ar- 
ray in the valley of Zephathah at 
Maretah. ? 

It And Aſa cried unto the Lo RD 
his God, and ſaid, LonRD, it is 
nothing with thee to belp, whether 
with many, or with them that have 
no power: help us, O LoRp our 
God; for we refton thee, and in 
thy name we go a24inlt this mul- 
tituſe: O LORD, thou a»? our 
God, let not man prevail againit 
thee. 

12 So the LORD ſmote the K- 
thiopians before Ala, and before 
Judah, and the Ethiopians fle f.

$ And when Aſa heard theſe words, 
aad the propheſie of Oded the pro- 
phet, he took courage,and put away 
the abominable idol out of all the 
Jand of Judah and Fenjamin, and 
out of the cities which he had ta- 
ken rom meunt Ephraim, and 
renewed the altar of the LORD 
that was before the porch of the 
LORD. | 

9 And he gathered all Judah and 
Benjamin, and the rangers with 
them out of Ephraim and Mana- 
Th, and out of Simeon : (for they 
fell to him gut o Itrael in abun- 
dance, when they law t at the 
LORD his Ged was with him) 

10 So they gathered themielweg 
together at Jeruſalem in the third 
month, in the fifteenth year of the 
reign of Ala. 

11 Ant they offered unto {1.0 RD 
the ſame time, of the fpoil which 
they had brought, ſeven hundred 
oxen, and ſeven thouſand ſheep , 

12 And they entred inte 2cove- 
nant to ſeek the LoRD Ged of 
their fathers, with all their heart 
and with zl their ſoul ;

taken away ont of Iſrael: neverthe- 
lef+, the heart of Aſa was perfect all 
his days.

I9 And there was no more war un- 
to the five and thirtjeth year of the 
reignof Ala. 

CHAP. XVI.

G Then Aſa the king took all Ju- 
dah, and they carried away the 
ſtones of Ramah, and the timber 
thereof, wherewith Biaſhi was a 
building , and he built therewith 
Geba ani Mi:pa". 

71 And at that time Hane the 
ſeer came to Aſa king of Judah and 
1214 unto hin, Recaufe thou haſt 
relied on the kirg of Syri2. and rot 
relied on the LORE thy God.

21 Then ſaid Daniel unte the 
king, O ting, live for ever. 

22 My God hath ſent his angel, 
and hath fit the lions mout 
that they have not hurt me fer- 
aſmuch as before bim innocency 
was found in me z and alſo before 
thee, O king, have I done no hurt, 

23 Then was the king exceeding 
glad for him, and commanded that 
they mould take Daniel up out of 
the den: ſo Daniel was taken up 
out of the den, and no manner of 
hurt was found upon bim, becauſe

7 After this 1 ſaw'in the night- 
viſions, and behold. a fourth beat.

10 A fiery ſtream iſſued, ind came 
forth from before him : thouſand 
thouſands miniſtred unte him, and 
ten thouſand times ten theuland 
ſtood before him: the judgment was 
ſet, and the books were ed. 

It I beheld then, becaiſe of t 
voice of the great words which the 
horn ſpake : I beheld ven till the 
beaſt was ſlain, and his body deſtroy - 
ed, and given to the burning flame. 

12 As concerning the of the 
beaſts, they had their deminian 
taken away: yet their lives were 
prolonged for a ſeaſon and time. 

13 Lſa in the night-vifions, and 
behold, one like the ſon of man, 
came with the cleuis of heaven, 
and came to the ancient of days, 
ns they brought him near before 

im. 

14 And there wis given him do- 
minion and glory, and a kinzdem, 
that all people, nations, and lan- 
guzrges hould ſerve him: his do- 
minion 4 un everlaſting dominion, 
which hall not pa's away, and his 
kiagdom that which mall not be 


15 FI Daniel was grieved in my 
ſpirit in the midſt of my body, the 


vifions of my bead troubled me. 

16 I came near unto one of them 
that ſtood by, and aſked him the 
truth of all this: ſo he told me, and 
made me know the interpretation 
of the things.

25 Aunl he ſhall ſpear great words 
taint the moſt High, and ſhall 
wear out the ſaints of the moſt 
High , and think to change times 
and laws: and they ſhall be given 
into his hand, until a tim? and 
times and the dividing of time. 

26 But the judgment ſhall fit, 
and they Hall take away his domi- 
nion, to conſume, nd to deſtroy it 
unto the end. 

27 And the kingdom and domi- 
nion, and the greatneſs of the king- 
dom under the whole heaven, (hall 
be given to the people of the ſaints 
of the mot High, whoſe kingiom 
is an everlaſting kingdom, und all 
dominions mall ſerve and obey 


im- 
23 Hitherto js the end of the mit- 
ter. As for me Daniel, my cogita- 
tions much troubled me, and my 
tountengnce changed in me: but 
I kept the ms in my heart. 


CH A III. 
N the third year of the reign of 
king Belſharzar, a viſion appear- 
ed unto me, even unto me Daniel, 
aſter that which appeared unto me 
at the firſt. 

2 And I ſiw in a viſion (nd it 
tame to paſs when I faw,that / was 
at Shaſhan in the palace, which is 
in the province of Elam) and I ſaw 
In a viſion, and I was by the river 
of Ulai.

and from thy judgments. 
6 Neither have we hearkened un-

10 Neither have we obeyed the 
voice of the LORD our God, te 
walk in his laws which he ſet be- 
fore us,by hisſervants the prophets. 

11 Yea, all Iſracl have tranſgreſ- 
ſed thy law , even by departing 
that they might not obey thy 
voice. therefore the curſe is pour- 
ed upon us, and the oath that #4 
written in the law of Moſes the 
ſervant of God, becauſe we have 
fioned againſt him. 

12 And he hath confirmed his 
worde which he ſpake agsinſt us 
and _= our judges that judged 
us, ringing upen us a great 
evil: 1 — A the whole heaven 
hath not been done, as hath been 
done upon Jeruſalem.

22 And he jniormed me, and 
talked with me, and faid, O Dꝛ- 
nel, I am now come forth to give 
thee fil and underſtanding. 

22 At the beginning of thy ſup- 
lications the commandment came 

orth, and I am come to ſbew thee 3 
for thou art greatly beloved z 
therefore underitand the matter, 
and conſider the viſion. a 

24. Seventy weeks are determi- 
ned upon thy people, and upon thy 
doly city, to finiſh tae tranſgreſh- 
on. and to make an end of fins, 
ind to make reconciliation for ini- 
quity, and to bring, in everlaſting 
righteouſneſs, and to ſeal up the 
viſion and prophecy, and to anoint 
the moiſt holy. 

25 Know therefore and ander- 
ſand, that from the going torth of 
the commandment to reſtore and to 
build Jeruſalem, upto the Meſſiah 
the prince, all be ſeven weeks;

4 And when he fall Rand up,

5 1 And the king of the ſouth 
wall be trong, and ons ot his prin- 
ces, and he all be ſtreng above 
him, and have dominion 1 his domi 
nion ſhall be 2 great dominien. 

6 And in the end of years they 
tall joyn themſelves together ; ter 
the kings 2 of the ſouth 
hell cone to the king ef the north 
to make an agreement: but the 
ſhall not retain the power of the 
arm, neither ſhall he Band, nor his 
arm ; but ke ſhell be given up7, and 
they that brought ner, and he that 
begat her, end he that firengthened 
her in theſe times, 

7 But eut of a branch of her root 
ſhall ene frand up in his eſtate, which 
Mall cowe with an army. and wan 
enter into the ſortreſs of the bing 


. of the north, and fa]] dezl again 


them, and hall prevail .: 

3 And all alſo carry captives 
into Egypt, their geds with their 
princes, and with their precious 
veſſels of filver and of gold, and he 
ſhall continue more years then the 
king of the north. 

9 So the king of the ſouth Gall 
come into bis kingdom, and Gui 
return inte his own land. 

10 But his ſons fall be ſtirred up 
and mall aſſemble a multitude ' 
great ſorces : and one hall certainly 
come and overflow, & paſs throught 
then ſhall be return, and be fiir- 
red up even to his fortreis. 

11 And the king of the ſouth 
ſhall be moved with choler, and 
mall come forth and fight with 
him, even with the king of the 
north : and he ſhall ſet forth's great 
multitede, but the multitude ſhall 
be given into his hard.

22 Confirming the ſouls of the 
diſciples, and exhorting them to 
centinae in the faith, and that we 
muit through much tribulation en- 
ter into the kingdom of God. 

23 And when they hai ordained 
them elders in every church, and 
had prayed with faſting, they com- 
mended them to the Lord, da whom 
they believed. 

24 And after they had paſſed 
throughout Piſidia, they came to 
Pamphvlia. 

25 And when they had preached 
the word in Pexga, they went down 
into Attalia : 

26 And thence ſailed to Antioch, 
from whence they had been recom- 
mended to the grace of God,fer the 
work which they falfilled. 

27 And when they were come and 
had gathered the church together, 
they rehearſed all that God had 
done with them, and how he hal 
opened the door of faith unto the 
Gentiles. 

28 And there they abode long 
time with the diſciples. 

C P. XV. 
A* certain men which came 
down from Judea, taught the 
brethren. and ſaid. Except ye be 
eireumeiſed after the manner of 
Moſes, ye cannot be ſaved. 

2 When therefore Paal and Bar- 
nabas hat no ſmall diſſenſion and 
diſputition with them, they deter- 
mined that Paul and Barnabas, and 
certain other of them, ſhould go 
up to Jeruſalem unte the apoſtles 
and elders about this queftion, 

; And being brought en their way 
by the church, they paſſed through 
Phenice, and Samaria, declarinZ 
the converſion of the Gent ile: and 
they cauſed great joy unto all the

of the diſciples, which neither our 
fathers nor we were able to bear?

I2 J Then all the multitude Kept 
ſilence, aud gave audience ts Bar- 
na bas and Paul, declaving what m- 
racles and wander God had 
wrought among the Gentiles bx 
them. 

I; TAnd after they had held their 
peace, James anſwered, ſaying, Men 
ard brethren, hearken unto me. 

I4 Simeon hath declared how God

29 Thar ve abWſiain from meat< of- 
fered to jdols , and rom bloud, 
and from thing ſtrangled and from 
for ijcation : frem whict if ye keep 
your ſelves, ye ſhall de well.

30 So when they were diſmi ed, 
they came to Antioch : and when 
they had gathered the multi- 
tude together, they delivered the 
epiſtle.

brethren with many words, and 
confirmed them.
